Are not the noble and aristo- 
cratic classes of a country as good exponents of true 
refinement and delicacy as are the ranks which are ab- 
sorbed in a desperate struggle for subsistence and wealth !

E our last number wo laid before our readors illustra- 
tions of the costumes of three French representative 
provinces; and wo naturally turn next to Prussia and tho 
German States. After the explanatory introduction wo 
have already given, it is unnecessary to enter into details 
respecting the costumes we select: ‘they will best speak 
for themselves; and besides, most intelligent persons 
nowadays are pretty well informed as to the domestic life 
of Kuropean nations at least. All that it is necessary for 
us to do is to select illustrations of their least-known

Gooszserry I*oo1.—As gooseberries will soon be in season, 
the following receipts may prove useful: 1. Put two pounds of 
unripe gooseberries into a stone jar, with halfa pint of water, 
and half a pound of sugar ; put the jar in a pan of boiling water 
over the fire, or into a slack oven, and stew till the fruit is 
reduced to jam, then pulp it through a sieve or colander, and 
stir into the pulp while warm another half pound of sugar, and 
mix it with a pint of cream and as much milk quite smoothly ; 
or the whole may be milk. This cheap and wholesome dish is 
always a favourite with children. It must be served cold. 
Rhubarb may be substituted in the spring. 2. Stew green 
gooscberries or apples, peeled and cored; add to them a little 
moist sugar, enough to draw the juice ; to two quarts of fruit a 
quarter of a pound of sugar. When quite tender, pulp through 
a coarse sieve ; add what more sugar is necessa to your taste, 
and a quart of new milk warm from the cow; if not from the 
cow, warm it by the fire; a teacupful of cream ; mix with itan 
egg, or two yolks, well beaten. Let it thicken in the milk; be 
careful it does not boil: When cold, mix the fruit, and stir 
altogether till well united. A little grated ginger is an improve~ 
ment, nutmeg and lemon rind also, and half a glass of brandy. 

Licut Tra Buns.—Take half a teaspoonful of tartaric acid, 
and the same quantity of bi-carbonate of soda, or two small 
teaspoonfuls of baking-powder, rub it into a pound of flour, 
through a hair-sieve, if leisure permit.. Then work into the 
flour two ounces of butter, and add two ounces of crushed and 
sifted lump sugar, also a quarter of a pound of currants, and 
(if liked) a few carraway seeds. Having mixed all these in- 
gredients well together, make a hole in the middle, and pour in 
half a pint of cold new milk: one egg well beaten, and mixed 
with the milk, is a great improvement, though your buns will 
do without any. Mix quickly, and set your dough with a fork 
on baking-tins. From these ingredients you ought to mould 
about a dozon buns. They will take about twenty minutes to 
bake. You can vary the flavour by substituting for the 
Seeks a teaspoonful of ground ginger, and some essence of 

emon. 

OranaE Biscurrs.—Boil some Seville oranges very gently, 
till they are quite tender. The water must be changed two or 
three times while they are boiling, to take out some of the 
bitterness. Then cut them in halves, and scoop out the inside 
and seeds quite clean; the outsides only are to be used. Weigh 
them, and donble their weight in white sugar, finely pounded 
and sifted. ‘Chen beat the orange-peel and sugar well together, 
till it isa smooth paste. Roll it out very thin, and lay it upon 
dishes till the next day; then you may cut it with a tin cutter 
or a knife into any shape you please. Many prefer a simple 
narrow oblong. Turn the biscuits upon fresh dishes, and let 
them remain before the fire till quite dry. Remember to keep 
them in a very dry place: they are an elegant addition to a 
dessert, especially at that time of the year when winter fruits 
are nearly over, and strawberries have not yet mado their 
appearance. The insides of the oranges necd not be thrown 
away; they may be mixed with sugar, and some sweet oranges, 
and a little lemon-juice, and boiled up as common orange 
preserve, to be used quickly. It will Bs appreciated in the 
school-room and nursery. N.B.—In changing the water, it 
must always be at Joiling point; the fruit atter the first time 
must not be put in cold or even warm water,

Tnavry To Mannix anp Varnisuep Arricirs.—Marble 
being a carbonate of lime, and the two substances not having a 
very great aflinity, care should be taken in the use of marble 
furniture and ornaments, as tables, mantels, statuary, &c, 
Acids of any kind will moro or less affect marble, and they 
should not be allowed to touch it. The slabs on which acids 
are allowed to stand soon lose their polish, and are liable to a 
degree of disintegration which impairs their beauty. Fruits, 
sauces, vinegar, &c., should not be allowed to come in contact 
with a marble-topped table or shelf, All varnishes used on 
woods are to a certain extent soluble in alcohol ; therefore all 
liquids containing alcohol, as wine or spirit, should be kept 
from varnished furnituro. 


To Crvan Cuieney Preces.-~Equal quantities of soft soap 
and pearlash, Put the soap and pearlash on the chimney-piece 
with a soft flannel, let it lie on the marble fora few minutes, 
Work it off with warm water, not too hot, and then wash the 
chimney-piece over a second time with cold spring water. 


Frencn Frummery.—Put half an ounce of the best isinglass 
into a quart of cream or good now milk. Let it simmer gently 
over a slow fire for twenty minutes, then take it off, sweeten 
it to your taste, and put in a spoonful cach of rose or orange 
flower water: strain if into a mould, and when quite cold, 
turn it out upon a dish. Garnish it round with fruits pre- 
served whole in syrup. 


Oyster on Mvssrn Prer.—This pie is recommended in 
Bentley’s ‘‘ Breakfast Book,” and some of our readers may like 
totry it. If your pio is to be of oysters, they require to be 
simply taken out of their shells and bearded. Mussels should bo 
washed until their shells are perfectly clean, then put into a 
stewpan without water, and when they are all open they should 
be taken out of their shells, and the objectional parts removed. 
Then put your fish into a stewpan, mith enough of their strained 
liquor to cover them ; add a few blades of mace, some breads

Puspine Savces.—The following receipts for quickly-made

half an ounce of powdered and sifted ginger, the juice of half a 
lemon, and two ounces of white sugar. Should be sent to the 
table as hot as possible. 

Egg Sauce é t' Ordinaire.—Lightly cho 
and mix them with half a pint of melte 
the taste. ; 

Sauce au Vin.—Pour half a pint of wine upon the yolks of 
three eggs; beat it together for ten minutes : add sugar, grated 
lemon-peel, and cinnamon to your taste. Warm it, but do not 
let it come to a boil. 

Jam Sauce.—Take two good dessertspoonfuls of jam, stir it 
over the fire in a glazed saucepan until pretty hot, then add two 
ounces of fresh butter and a tablespoonful of brandy, wine, 
cider, or grape-juice ; when the butter is melted, serve. 

Orange Sauce.—-Rub together two ounces of butter and ono 
ounce of flour; then put it into @ saucepan with the juice of 
four oranges, the shred rind of half a one, and two dessert- 
spoonfuls of loaf sugar. When the butter is melted, it is done.

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T'o-Monrnovw, as it must be surely unnecessary to remind 
any one in Christendom, is Easter Sunday, the anni- 
versary of our Lord’s resurrection from the dead, and the 
opening day of one of the three great festivals of tho 
Christian year. In primitive times it was usual for 
Christians to salute each other on the morning of this 
day by exclaiming,“ Christ is risen ;” to which the person 
saluted replied, ‘* Christ is risen indeed,’ or else, £6 And 
hath appeared unto Simon ;”—a custom still retained in 
the Greek Church. In olden times there were many 
strange customs associated with Kaster, and a few still 
linger ainongst us, though they vary considerably in form 
in different parts of the kingdom. The custom of dis- 
tributing the ‘‘ pace ” or **pasche ego,” which was onco 
almost universal among Christians, is still observed by 
children, and by the peasantry in Lancashire. Evon in 
Scotland, where the great festivals have for centuries been 
suppressed, the young people still get their hard-boiled 
dyed eggs, which they roll about, or throw, and finally 
oat. In Lancashire, and in Cheshire, Staffordshire, and 
Warwickshire, and perhaps in other counties, as a popular 
writer remarks, tho ridiculous custom of ‘lifting ” or 
‘heaving ” is practised. On Easter Monday the men lift 
the women, and on Easter Tuesday the women lift or 
heayo the men, ‘Tho process is performed by two lusty 
men or women joining their hands across each other's 
wrists; then, making the person to be heaved sit down on 
their arms, they lift him up aloft two or three times, and 
often carry him several yards along a street. A grave 
clergyman who happened to bo passing through a town 
in Lancashire on an Easter Tuesday, and having to stay 
an hour or two at an inn, was astonished by three or four 
lusty women rushing into his room, exclaiming they had 
como * to lift him.” ‘To lift me!” repeated the amazed 
divine ; ‘what can you mean?” Why, your reverence, 
we're come to lift you, ’causo its Master Tuesday.” ‘* Lift 
me because it’s Master Tuesday P I don’t understand. 
Is there any such custom here ?” ‘ Yes, to be sure ; why, 
don’t you know ? all of us women was lifted yesterday ; 
and us lifts the men to-day in turn, And in course it’s 
our rights and duties to lift’em.” After a little further 
parloy, the reverend traveller compromised with his fair 
visitors for half-a-crown, and thus escaped the dreaded 
compliment. In Durham, on Easter } onday, the men 
claim the privilege to take off the women’s shoes, and the 
next day the women retaliate.

Mr. Hllison said he could not blame him, He certainly 
would send her to an industrial school and for threo 
years. If tho father wished to have her released beforo 
the expiration of that period and she showed an appear- 
ance of reformation it might be done by application to 
tho Homo Secretary. The father would havo to pay 
3s. 6d. a week, and this was agreed to by the parents, 
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A CASE of another kind, a kind, too, that unfortunately 
has become rather frequent of late, has been decided 
by the Newbury magistrates, who have committed 
to tho House of Correction at Reading, a Mrs. 
Rosa Josephine Ross (occupying a very respectable 
position at Welford, near Newbury), on the charge of 
unlawfully boating her servant-girl, Caroline Wilkins. 
The complainant, an intelligent girl, thirteon years of age, 
said that she entered Mrs, Ross's service about a fortnight 
previously, and whilo she was there Mrs. Ross beat her 
several times, and also dragged her along, threatening to 
take her to the policeman. After she had been there a 
week she gave Mrs. Ross notice to leave, and on Saturday 
week, the day on which she was to have left hor situation, 
she was engaged in dusting a table, when Mrs. Ross 
entered the room and ‘‘ thumped” her on the nose, 
causing it to bleed very profusely, After thus treating 
the girl Mrs. Ross took her to the pump to stop the 
bleeding of the nose, and pumped over her head. The 
charge was emphatically denied, and it was alleged that 
the girl had wilfully pinched Mrs, Ross's children, but 
no evidence was produced on behalf of the defendant, and 
Wilkins said she was too fond of Mrs. Ross’s children to 
hurt them. Mr. G. CO. Cherry, the presiding magistrate, 
said the magistrates could not forget that twice previously 
Mrs. Ross had been charged in that court with assaulting 
her servant-girls, and -on the last’ occasion she was 
cautioned that if again convicted she would not have 
allowed her tho option of paying a fine, but would have to 
undergo confinement in tho count gaol. The Bench 
considered 'tho assault proved, and she was sentenced to 
a week’s imprisonment.

A PRETTY AND RAPID TRIMMING FOR A BABY’S 
PELISSE.—-BRAID AND CROCHET. 


The kind of braid used for the purpose is Walker's 
Cordon braid, with a double pearl edge. Wo 
shall be happy to forward a pattern to any of our 
subscribers on application. Walker’s Penelope 
crochet hook, No. 5, and Walter Evans and Co,’s 
boar’s head cotton, No. 80. 

1 tr into one of the pearls of tho braid, 1 into 
the next pearl, * 1 chain, miss 1 pearl, 1 tr into 
the next pearl, Repeat from * four times more, 
4 chain, miss two pearl, 1 plain on the third. Then 
draw the work into a semicirclo, Four chain, 
cross over the braid, and make 1 tr on the pearl 
not exactly opposite tho 1 plain stitch, but one 
back. After this, go on was straight on tho 
pearls now before you. You have, of courso, 
turned the work, and you repeat the pattern as 
before. ‘This gives you ahalf-circle the reverso way 
of the braid, Continue working the same, A 
broad open yandyke trimming is the effect.

_ Wirn the fine sunny weather we have had since April came 
in, most ladies possessed of gardens, and there are surely few 
Without them, have begun to stir themselves, and have had 
much encouragement to get everything neat and trim; tho 
walks repaired and rolled, the lawn mowed and also rolled 
freely, the beds and borders neatly raked, and the box-edging. 
clipped. Now they should begin to think of sowing seed, of 
tender and half-hardy annuals on hot-beds, of hard annuals. 
in patches where they are to remain. The amateur 8 10uld not 
be in too great a hurry to remove plants raised under glass 
into the open air, for though the sun is tolerably powerful 
during the day, we may still expect night frosts and_ heavy 
rains. ‘Ihe former, indeed, we have had frequently during the 
last fortnight; and we have seen several hardy climbing, 
roses that were rapidly making growth, completely blackened 
with the frost not many nights ago. te 

There is plenty of work, too, in well-conditionod gardens 
besides planting out. ‘Tulips and hyacinths will now be coming’ 
into flower, and will require shielding from the full glure of the 
noonday sun as well as from heavy rains and might chills. 
The hyacinths will require supporung also with neat sticks ag 
they advance. ‘These will keep our gardens gay until it is time 
for the hardy perennials such as goraniums, verbenas, calceo- 
larias, &c., to be got into position. 

This is not a bad time to complete the removal and planting 
of all kinds of evergreens and shrubs; also to form evergreen 
hedges, as holly, privet, yews &e. 

The seed of hardy annuals, as we have already hinted, may 
now be sown outdoors in patches in the beds and borders where 
the plants are to bloom; let them be frequently watered should 
the weather prove dry, both before and after the plants come 
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up. When they have been up about a fortnight let all the large 
growing kinds be thinned where they are too close together, 
faking care to pull up the weakest plants. ‘The following are 
convenient sorts to sow now :—Convolvulus, major and minor, 
sweet-peas and nasturtiuns, lupins, larkspurs, candytuft, Vir- 
ginia stock, &c., &e. 

For tender annuals it would bo well to make a new hot-bed, 
where space will admit of it for the sowing of soed, 80 as to 
keep up a succession of plants to follow those raised in February 
and March, 

Grass-turf must have every necessary attention now, or the 
consequences will be a burnt-up lawn by July, and the pro- 
dominance of coarse grasses. Proper care of grass-turf now not 
only preserves its beauty for present enjoyment, but improves 
the quality, frequent mowing tending to weaken the coarse 
grasses and encourage the finer kinds, which latter are over- 
powered and choked out when the strong-growing kinds are 
allowed too much their own way. | Where there is any extent 
of grass, it is high time the scythe was abolished; for the 
machine soon pays for its cost in the saving of time, and it is 
no longer fair to require gardeners to waste their strength on 
scythe and broom and roller, when the machine performs all 
three operations of cutting, sweeping, and rolling at once, A. 
sprinkle of guano or nitrate of soda, where the turf is poor, 
will be very beneficial now. 


Indoors, propagate any plants that will bear cutting, and. 


give auriculas plenty of water and sun. Re-pot plants that 


have stood the winter in windows, giving geraniums the 


poorest soil. 


The correspondent of a contemporary writes: —TI am desirous 
of raising a few seedling ferns. Some of the plants that I wish. | 


to increase are growing in my own fernery, and I am promised 
some seed of other kinds by a friend. “How shall I proceed,. 
and what shall I do with the young plants that form on the 
fronds to grow them into nice specimens? Iam particularly” 
fond of these elegant-growing plants, but I have not muctr 
practical knowledge of growing them.’ ‘This is doubtless the 
position of many other persons, and the reply to this writer may 
therefore be of much practical utility to some of our readers :— 
Propagating ferns by spores is a very simplo affair, if a moderate 
amount of watchfulness and patience is exercised. Take some 
pans and fill them about half full of rough pieces of crock, and 
then take some fibry peat and breals it up roughly, and 
thoroughly incorporate it with an equal proportion of sphagnum 
moss ; 1b 18 not imperatively necessary to use sphagnum, for the 
peat alone will suffice, but it is decidedly advisable to use it, and 
we, presume you wish to be informed of the best way. After 
the peat and moss are properly prepared, fill the pans about two 
inches above the level of tho rim and make it firm, but leave a 
rough surface, and then, after the soil is properly moistened, take 
the fronds of the kinds you wish to propagato, and shake them 
over the pans, and gently draw your hand up the underneath 
side of the fronds to dislodge the spores. After this is done,

and referred to, and that he (the pursuer) is entitled to hold» 
the said estates in fee simple, and dispose of them at pleasure. 
Lord Bareaple gave judgment, finding that the entails under 
which the Duke of Hamilton holds his ancestral estates are 
invalid, and that he may bring the property to the hammer as 
soon as he pleases. ‘There will, of course, bo an appeal to the 
Inner House, but it is said that the best legal authorities 
entertain no doubt that the Lord Ordinary’s judgment will be 
affirmed. 


WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


Tus will of Admiral Lord Byron was proved, in Hor Majesty’s 
Court of Probate, on the 20th ult., and the personalty sworn 
under £30,000. he testator, the Right Hon. George Anson, 
Baron Byron, of Leamington, Warwickshire, died, on the 2nd 
ult., at Brighton, at the age of seventy-nine, having executed 
hie will Aug. 14, 1854; and a codicil, April 17, 1863. Tho 
executors appointed are Vice-Chancellor the Right Hon. Sir 
Richard ‘Torin Kindersley, and ‘Thomas Stilwell, Esq., of 
Arundel-strect, Strand; tho latter gentleman is the acting 
executor. The venerable and gallant Admiral succeeded to the 
title in 1824, on the death of his cousin, the distinguished poet, 
George, Lord Byron, He has been a Lord-in-Waiting upon 
Her Majesty. ‘I'he testator has bequeathed to his wife the whole ~ 
of his farniture and household effects, carriages, and horses. 
He leaves her Ladyship a life interest in the property over 
which he had a power of deposition, and after her decease ho 
directs the same to be divided equally between his younger sons, 
Angustus and William. ‘To cach of his daughters he leaves as 
a remembrancé alegacy of £500. ‘Lhe portrait of his ancestor, ~ 
Admiral the Hon. John Byron, R.N.,and other family portraits 
and some sea pieces, are to ba held as heirlooms with the title. 
His eldest son, George Anson, the present Baron, was born in 
1818; and married, in 1843, Lucy, eldest daughter of the Rev. 
W. Weszomb. His next soa, the Hon. Frederick Byron, is 
heir-presumptive to the title, 


The will of Lieutonant-Colonel Sir Henry William Des Vooux, 
Bart., late of Drakelowe Hall, Derbyshire, was proved, in the 
principal registry, onthe 19th ult., the executors appointed being 
Lady Sophia Katherine Des Vooux, the relict; William W. 
Wickham, Esq., the cousin ; and Charles Milligan, Easq., the 
nephew. ‘I'he personalty was sworn under £140,000, This 
respected and gallant oflicor died Jan. 4 last, aged sixty-two. 
Ho retired from the Army in 1861, Ho was appointed in 1864 
High Sheriff of Derbyshire. His will bears date Sept. 14, 1863. 
Sir Henry has bequeathed to his wife all her ornaments of the 
person, and all the furniture, pictures, books, carriages, and 
horses for her own use absolutely, and an immediate legacy of 
£1,000; also a lifo interest in his real and personal estate not 
otherwise disposed of. He has left an annuity to his unclo, 
Colonel Bentield. Des Vooux, and to asister, and annuities to 
others, as well as to, his servants, all free of legacy duty. ‘The 
residue of his property, on the decease. of Lady Sophia Des 
Voeux, he leaves to those (not being his half brother or sisters) 
who.would have been entitled at the time of his decease to tho 
distribution of hig estate and effects in case ho had died intestate 
aud unmarried, Sir: Henry married, in 1839, Lady Sophia, 
youngest daughter of George William, Earl of Coventry, who 
survives him, but leaves no issue; and is succeeded by his half- 
brother, now Sir Frederick Assheton Des Veoux, Bart.
